| bours a day, they could dig out 9,290,000 cubic 
feet or a canal eighty feet wide, twelve feet 
deep, and nearly fifty miles long. After the 
dirt is scooped upin the buckets it is run up 
the long arm of the dredzer fifteen or twenty 
feet below. The hopper is made of iron, and 
weighs five and a half tons, From the hop- 
per the dirt is forced by machinery into and 
through a huge pipe, three feet in diameter 
and 150 long, to its piace of deposit. The 
‘pipe has a fall of eighteen feet, 
jand = to insure the easy passage 
of the dirt through it, aheavy stream of 
water is constantly forced through. The 
stoppage in the work of digging is never very 
long. The dredger rests upon a “spur’’ or

From the Wood River Times. 

The great American bird is under every 
condition altogether a bird, but it usually 
flocks alone on Wood River, because its mates 
are as scarce as lady partners ata program- 
me ball. That eagles are birds of prey is 
established by various stories in school- 
readers, where they are shown to have fre- 
quently carried off into mid-air children, 
lambs, and other food ten times their own 
weight, and disappeared with them into dim 
space toward the summits of the mountains, 
where they store their grub for Winter feasts.
